The city was shocked yesterday by 
learning of tbe death of John C. Byram, 
one of the best known real estate agents 
in Los Angeles. 
Tnesday morning Mr. 
Byram left his home in his usual health 
and came to his office, where he Bpent 
the day. At about 4 o’clock of that day, 
when on his way home, he stopped at 
the office of Llewellyn Gardner, on Fort 
street, near Second. The two gentlemen 
eat chatting, when Mr. Gardner said : 
"B yram , I have a very fine single­ 
footer around here at the stable th at I 
would like you to see some tim e." 
Mr. Byram replied to the effect that 
he was much interested in a good horse, 
and that he would like to see the animal 
at once. 
• 
The two got into Mr. Gardner’s rig, 
which was at the door, and drove to tbe 
stable. Mr. Gardner had the saddle 
put on his mare, and when she waB led 
out he insisted on mounting her first 
himself, in order to see th at ehe was not 
skittish. 
After riding about the yard, 
out into the street and in again, Mr. 
Gardner dismounted and held tbe mare 
by the bridle, that Mr. Byratn might 
mount. 
The latter put his foot in the 
stirrup and swuDg himself into the sad- 
Ue. 
Mr. Gardner held the animal by 
the head all the time. As joon as Byram 
had mounted Gardner asked him how he 
liked the saddle, but instead of replying 
to this query, Byram pat his hand over 
his face, and said : " I have hurt my 
face." Mr. Gardner expressed the hope 
i hat there was nothing serious about it, 
but Mr. Byram again paesed his Lana 
over his face, and, complaining of being 
hurt, asked to be helped to dismount. 
He then leaned against the fence, and, 
as he seemed to be in great pain, Mr. 
Gardner called for some one to fetch a 
doctor. Mr. Byram said: "N o; do not 
go for a doctor, I shall be all right in a 
moment." 
These were the last words he spoke. 
He Bank down in a helpless state, ami 
had to be lifted into Mr. Gardner’s car­ 
riage. He was flrBt driven to a drag 
store, 
but no 
doctor 
being 
found 
there, 
he 
was 
driven 
to 
his 
home 
on 
Grand avenue, south of 
Second, where half a dozen physicians 
were at once summoned. All night long 
they did all that science could suggest, 
and also all yesterday, but in vain. 
He 
died during the afiernoon, never having 
recovered consciousness. Paralysis de­ 
veloped rapidly from tbe first, and spread 
from one part of the system to another 
until death was the result. There was a 
good deal of internal hemorrhage, and 
the sufferer bled from the mouth. 
He 
complained to Mr. Gardner on beiDg 
lifted from the saddle that as be swung 
hinipeif on to the horBe she threw her 
head 
up 
and 
struck him in the 
temple. 
Mr. Gardner says he does 
not see how this could be, as the mare 
stood perfectly quiet all tbe time, and he 
was not conscious of her throwing her 
head up, although he held her by the 
bridle. There was not the sign of any 
outward mark on Mr. Byram’s face. 
Mr. Gardner is inclined to think that 
the effort to get into I he saddle resulted 
in the rapture of a blood vessel in Mr. 
Byram’s head, which caused a discharge 
of blood on the brain, producing at once 
a confusion of ideas and then paralysis. 
It is a very bad accident and will be 
universally lamented in this community. 
Mr. Byram was a man who in all the 
w-lks of life commanded the respect and 
confidence of all his fellows. 
His wife, 
who is heart-broken at this sudden tak­ 
ing away of the companion of her whole 
mature life, has (he sym pathy of all the 
people. 
Mr. Byram was a native of Indiana, 
and was 53 years of age.

Garrett said he did 
net know the whereabouts of his last wife, 
and could not say whether they were 
divorced or not. 
While the family were 
stopping at Mrs. Henry’s boarding-house 
in St. Louis, witness said he occupied the 
name room with his two daughters, who 
slept on the bed, he occupying a sofa. 
G arrett said he did not know the exact 
age of his daughter Ella, but thought she 
was about 10 or 11. In response to ques­ 
tions, the witness stated that he had 
been married three times, first in New 
Orleans in 1862 to a daughter of Asa 
Kemp, of Mississippi.

The Board of Directors of the Public 
Library met for the first time yesterday 
in its room in the new City Hall, Presi­ 
dent Dobinson in the chair, and Directors 
Davies, Jones, Howard aud Hanchette, 
and Miss Kelso, the Librarian, present. 
Director Howard moved that the by­ 
laws ba amended so that the Librarian 
be ex-officio 
a 
member of the 
Committee on Book) and Donations. 
Director Hanchette introduced a resolu­ 
tion to the effect that the staff of the 
library shall consist of a Librarian, at 
$100 per month, a First Assistant, at $75 
per month, and three attendants at $40 
per month, the additional attendants to 
assume their duties on September 1st. 
Adopted. 
The Clerk wai instructed to notify those 
who desire to apply for positions as at­ 
tendants that their applications should 
be filed with the Librarian before 12 
o’clock on Monday next. The matter of 
Oxamining the credentials of the appli­ 
cants was referred to a special commit­ 
tee, to report at the next meeting of the 
board. 
An application for a position from Miss 
Myra Handy was referred to the special 
committee, as also were the applications 
already on file. 
It was reported that the insurance on 
the library had beenl increased to$7,500. 
Director Howard introduced a resolu­ 
tion to the effect that a letter be ad­ 
dressed to the members of the medical 
profession here, setting forth the fact 
that there is no collection of medical 
books in the city, and that a medical de­ 
partment will be added to the library if 
the physffbns will provide the books.

Some weeks ago the H e r a l d , which 
never fancied the peculiar sewer plans of 
the City Council, detailed a num ber of 
its reporters to interview leading citizens 
and get their opinions as to the advisa­ 
bility of pledging the city credit to the 
amount of $1,280,000 for a sewer system 
for the city of Los Angeles. We regarded 
the question as a grave one because the 
burden of debt resulting from the formu­ 
lated plans of the Council was formid­ 
able, the project was at least amenable 
to the charge of prodigality, the en­ 
gineering estimates might or m ight not, 
have been carefully made, and the result 
would assume the proportions of disaster 
if any part of the scheme miscarried. 
The amount devoted to storm drains 
seemed to us disproportionate and ex­ 
cessive, and we did not think that a man 
who paid $6,000 for a lot on Figue­ 
roa street ought to be obliged to pay as 
m uch for these storm drains as a man 
who bad bought a lot on the hills back of 
the city or on Boyle H eights for $1,000. 
The difference in the price of these lots 
was largely based upon the fact that 
their purchasers would ultimately have 
to provide storm drains and other better­ 
m ents which entered into the compara­ 
tively low price of their lots. 
The reporters of the H e r a l d found a 
considerable 
divergence of 
opinion. 
M any worthy citizens—men whose opin­ 
ion has weight with th eir fellows—were 
for and many against the sewer bonds. 
W e thought that we saw a tendency 
upon the part of our more reputable 
citisens who had favored the issuance of 
the bonds to reconsider their attitude, 
and we accordingly suspended th e inter­ 
views. 
We shall resume them in time to have 
the most matured opinions of the best 
citizens of Los Angeles, and, we shall 
not pick the people interviewed. This 
journal has no hobby in the matter. 
It 
has for nearly seventeen years been 
identified with the best interests of this 
city and it proposes to continue in that 
rOle. 
We shall give a fair hearing to 
the sentiments of our most representa­ 
tive citizens. 
We shall concede to 
each of them the right which we claim 
ourselves of voting as he pleases, with 
no right on the part of anyone to chal­ 
lenge this undoubted privilege. 
W e shall enter just one protest, and 
th at relates to the members of the City 
Gonncil. 
They have formulated and 
placed before the people tbeir plan for a 
system of city sewerage. They have had 
the advice of the City Engineer and City 
Attorney. They are expected to vote for 
a scheme which they have officially 
approved, and no man of sense presumes 
to doubt their right to do so. 
What we 
would suggest is th at they should refrain 
from attem pting to bull-doze their fellow- 
citizens. If they have been in the habit, as 
some of them have, of saying, ‘‘If you 
don’t vote for these bonds you shan’t 
have any eewers for Los Angeles,” let 
them stop it. 
Such action is indecent 
and indefensible, as well as unpatriotic. 
If the bonds should be defeated and this 
bull-dozing system should have been con­ 
tinued, the biggest 
indignation ever 
known in California wonld result. 


A H o o m o r a n i A r g u m e n t. 
The Tribune, like many an unskillful 
logician before it, confutes in one issue 
w hat it had advocated in another.

No w o n d e r taxpayers regard with 
some alarm the inflated financial schemes 
of the present city government. 
The 
funds are now overdrawn to the extent 
of $40,000. The draft on next year’s tax 
levy will be twice that snm before the 
taxe3 begin to be paid. The revenues of 
next year will be less than those of last 
year by at least $125,000. 
Add the hole 
to be made in the revenues before they 
come to hand, and there will be $200.000 
less for municipal purposes this year 
than last. This means a necessary cur­ 
tailm ent to the extent of much more 
than $250,000 from the sum spent last 
year. There was the biggest sort of a 
hurrah for “ progress,” and no end of 
contumely poured on the conservative 
who gave warning of what was ahead, 
when this era of extravagance w aB ush­ 
ered in with fanfare and trum pet blow­ 
ing. Y et these same poor financiers go 
right along in 
their 
radically wild 
schemes under the same foolish cries 
and expect the taxpayers to stand by 
them . The interest alone on the new 
bonds will am ount to $60,000 a year. 
Thera will be the Sinking fund for their 
redemption to provide. And that is not 
the total weight of the burden sought to 
be put all at once on the backs of the 
people.

to benefit by these sewers, and there 
will be on top of that $50 or $60 a lot, 
nearly as much more for connections. 
Besides the increased taxation, there 
will be $100 a house to pay out at once. 
Let us have less fanfare and more com­ 
mon sense in this matter. 
Let us build 
these sewers in such a way aB not to 
confiscate every poor m an’s property who 
owns his home, and so as not to impover­ 
ish every man who has two or three lots 
in the city._________________

HIS RECEPTION AT CINCINNATI.

C i n c in n a t i, August 21. — Amid the 
booming of cannon and cheers from a 
vast m ultitude gathered at the Central 
station, the President of the United 
States arrived here at a quarter after 10 
o’clock. Crowds were at every station 
as the train came humming down this 
morning, and gave cheers when the train 
stopped. The President was besieged by 
eager patriots to shake hands. The party 
included President Harrison, Attorney- 
General Miller, Secretary Rusk, Hon 
John B. Elam , General Thomas G. Mor­ 
gan, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
and others. 
The Central Uni in depot was packed' 
and there was almost a continuous ova­ 
tion of applause until President Harrison 
reached the carriage which he occupied 
with Governor Foraker. 
There were 
present the First Regiment,Ohio National 
Guards, commanded by Colonel U. L 
Hawkins, and Battery B, of the Ohio 
National Guards. 
The latter fired a 
salute, which added to the volume of 
cheering as the President was making 
his way to the carriage. 
The line of 
march to the Burnett House was packed 
with shouting people, while the windows 
were alive with men, women and chil­ 
dren, all joining in the boieterous wel­ 
come to the Chief Magistrate. 
The President rode almost continually 
with his h at in hand, and was almost 
constantly bowing bis acknowledgments 
to tbe enthusiastic greetings. The com­ 
mon expression among those who had 
not seen the President since the end of 
last fall’s campaign w as: “ How well he 
looks.” 
Arriving at the Burnett House, a pub­ 
lic reception in the elaborately adorned 
parlors began almost immediately. At 
tbe end af three-quarters of an hour the 
President wae driven to the Builders’ 
Exchange, where another address of 
welcome was made by President Allison 
of that body. Here again, as at the Bur­ 
nett House, there was a great press of 
people to shake the President’s hand. 
F rom the Builders’ Exchange the Pres­ 
ident was driven to the magnificent new 
building of the Chamber of Commerce, 
where it had been arranged that the 
members should have a reception for a 
quarter of an hour, and then the public 
should be adm itted for an hour. 
But 
the mem bers became engulfed in a great 
mass of people that crashed into tbe hall. 
The President, in reply to an address, 
referred to the fact that in his yonth it 
was at C incinnati that he, a country 
boy, had his first glimpse of a great city. 
Notwithstanding that an hour was spent 
in .handshaking, not nearly all of the 
throng preaent could be gratified. 
The Presidential party at dinner was 
joined by quite a number of gentlemen 
from Cincinnati, and both it, and the 
rest which followed it , when the Presi­ 
dent went to bis room and received a 
few friends, w aB a pleasing contrast to 
the more exciting events that made up 
the programme for the first half of tbe 
day. 
At the Cham ber of Commerce recep­ 
tion th e stream passed at the rate of fifty 
people per m inute. Long after the re­ 
ception had ended crowds of people went 
in ti the Cham ber of Commerce merely 
to see w here the President had been and 
to look at the decorations. 
At half-past 4 the President’s depart­ 
ure from the Burnet House was the occa- 
sii n for renewed applause. Iv was started 
by tbe spectators in the corridor who 
saw the President kiss a child in its 
m other’s 
arm s 
as 
he 
was com­ 
ing down the stairway. The Presi­ 
dent 
was 
accompanied 
by 
the 
Indianapolis Committee of Invitation 
and by members of the Cincinnati com­ 
mittee. At 5 o’clock the train started. 
At that moment the President appeared 
on the rear platform and a shout arose, 
which continued until the train was out 
of sight. 
I n d ia n a p o l is , August 21.—Among the 
persons aboard tbe train leaving Cincin­ 
nati were President Harrison, Attorney- 
General Miller, Private Secretary H al­ 
ford, Secretary Rusk, General Morgan, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs; H o p .

a compensation, agreeing to pay him 10 
per cent of whatever amount he might 
secure 
H e obtained $2,280,857 for their 
interest 
The Secretary of the Interior 
approved 
Crawford’s 
contract 
after 
amending it to make his compensation 
per cent. 
In December, 1888, the 
new delegates of the Creeks asked for a 
new contract, fixing the compensation at 
10 per cent, to be in full for all past and 
future services. This D ew contract was 
approved by the Creek National Council. 
In February,- 1889, Secretary Vilas in­ 
formed Governor Crawford that he would 
defeat the measure which was then pend­ 
ing in CoDgress to make application to 
pay 
the 
Creeks 
for 
their 
lands, 
unless 
he 
(Crawford) 
surrendered 
his 
contract 
and 
looked 
to 
the Indians for whatever compensation 
they deemed just. 
Governor Crawford

Hereafter they will be designated for 
appointment at a stated compensation, 
and must then appear before a board of 
examiners for the purpose of testing tlieir 
fitness. The examination will be non­ 
competitive, nnd not technical. Assistant 
Secretary Tichenor has been named as 
President of the board in Washington. 
To carry out Secretary Windom’s view 
the following circular has been issned 
No person shall be appointed a special 
agent until his fitness has been ascer­ 
tained by 8oitable tests. A special agent 
should have good character, good habits, 
good health, courteous bearing and ad­ 
dress, and should not be incapacitated by 
age for other canse for «active work. 
He should possess fair ability and Intel 
ligeuce and ne able to write his own re- 
Crts in clear, concise and correct 
tgoage. 
He should have sufficient 
knowledge of bookkeeping and accounts 
to comprehend and examine intelligently 
the system of accounts used in the cus­ 
tom houses. 
Those who apply 
for these positions will therefore be 
«objected to each examination as may 
he necessary to ascertain whether they 
•re possessed of these requisite qualifi­ 
cations. Appointments will be con­ 
sidered probationary for six months, per­ 
manency of tenure to be dependent upon 
the aptitude shown by the appointee for 
the work assigned him.
